The first clause refers to the 
sufferings of the Anointed, -when He 
endured the opposition of sinners nnd 
the persecution of His enemies. 
He 


was preserved and delivered out of 
these trials nnd sufferings by the grace 
and power of the Heavenly Father. 
Because of Ills obedience and loyalty 
to God, under the trying conditions 
under which He hud been placed. He 
has been highly e..altcd and eventually 
will be made Head over the nations 
(the heathen).
